Uiiam Coda Martin, New York, 
reported in the American 
Journal of Digestive  Discuse 
that they had treated more than 
22 cases of respirwtory infections 
with the citrus fluvanvids com-, 
bined with ascorbic acid. 

These cases ranged = from 
almpte colds to acute bonsillitis 
ond influenza. In al but two 
cuses “recovery vccurred in from | 
elght to 48 hours, usually in 24 
hours,” th reported, adding 
that thob two failures were 
child whese runny nose prob-

Handwriting analysis has 
limitations, and it is 
best to know: them first . 
before you come to ‘some 
wrong conclusions about 
what graphology can tell

The mowid Itself is not uscd 
in medicine, but the substance 
which It produces fn its growth 
process. These substances are 
typical of each mould, and = are 
of many vurietics, Many aro 
useless in medicine and it may 
take thousands of testa to 
asecrtain which are valuable 
ones, This fa one factor in thelr 
cast. since research must be 
pald for even when it fs not 
directly fruitful. 


Not for Amateur Use 


The antibiotics save —_Iives. 
They shorten illngsses ond save 
hospital bills and reduce wage 
losses, thus more than off~ 
setting their cost. They also 
protect heart and other vital 
organs ' against the damage 
formerly sustained during pro- 
longed illness, even when death 
did not result. They have a 
high degree of safety. In a 
measure, their reputation as 
“wonder” and “miracle” drugs 
is deserved, 


But antibiotics are not entirely 
without undesired and some- 
times serlous actions upon ‘the 
human body, aside from their 
lethal effect on attacking germs. 
They are not sofe or suitable 
for use at home, or In any other 
manner than as prescribed by 
the physician for one partleular 
‘ness. It Is highly unwise to 
use antibjotic tablets or powders 
which may be left over from an 


IMness, for some other patient or | 


some other {Ilness, For one thing, 
these drugs are highly setective 
useful in ono conditlon, the 
sume preparation may be entire- 
ly yaluclesa for some other, 
Pingnosia comes first, then the 
selection of the proper anti. 
biotle, then correct dosage and 
close supervision, then possible 
changes in dosage or switching 
to nother antibiotic, This is 
no safe Jndoor sport for the 
amateur. it {s strictly 1 medical 
The antibiotics have — revoly- 
tlonised many phases of 
medicine. But they do not 
solve all problems.

For it is the time of “the troubles)” and to be ie in Dublin that night 


—indeed on any night in those unhappy days—is to be plunged Into a nightmaré ot 


terror and mistrust. 


But what's thia? A mob of 
people are besieging the Scala, 
a smull theatre in Princes 
Street. Despite the barriers and 
an army of huge Irish pollee- 
men, they are milling and 
rwirming everywhere, gripped 
by a fever of excitement. 


For tonight, Saturday, Mareh 
17, 1923, Mike McTigue, the 
one-time aya from Ennis 
(Cn. Clare), is fighting Battling 
Sik, conqueror of the great 
QGeorgen Carpenlcr, for the 
Lightheavyweight Championship 
of the World. 


FANTASTIC 


Never has a match for a world 
title been staged? In such a 
garish and fantastic setulng. 
Describing the scenes before the 
faht, that distingutshed boxing 
writer, the late Ben Bennison, 
wrote:— ; 

“No such conlest, not in all 
the vears | have becn associated 
with sport, has given off such 
an atmosphere, « 


“We have said of Reno, where 
Johnson and Jim Jeffries fought, 
that it was extravagantly wild, 
and men there filrted with and 
laughed at denth, But os I 
visualise Reno it was a model of 
orderliness—tame and = tractable 
by comparison with Dubiin—for 
at Reno men deposited = their 
six-shooters before they took up 
n position at the ringside . . 


In Dublin, however, on the 
night McTigue fought Sid, the’ 
ringside bristled with police and 
Kreen-clod soldiers every one o 
them armed with — revolvera. 
QOutaide the hall senfries patrol- 
led, while at the entrahce ptaln- 
wlothes men searched  ticket- 
holders for firearms. 


The master of ceremonies also 
announced from the stage, 
where the ring had been set up, 
thut by order of the military no 
one would be allowed to leave 
the building until two hours 
ofter the Aght was over, 


But neither the explosions nor 
the red tape could curb the 

roaring exuberance of the 2,000 
people, among them many 
richly - gowned women, who 
managed that evening to squeeze 
Into the tiny Scnia theatre. 


TOAST OF IRELAND 


Few remember him now, but 
in those days Mike McTigue was 
the toast of all Ireland-—-tha 
boxer who had beaten Americn's 
and Europe's beat, who had the 
most devastating knockout punch 
of any man alive, not excepying 
Jack Dempscy himself! 


Had he not won 46 of his 
fights by knockouta? Had he 
not returned to Iréland from 
America after seven glorious 
years In the ring, with only one 
defeat Ix 80 contests? 


Why, he had even fought 
no-declsion bout with 
terrible Harry Greb, a character 
rtrolght out of Grand Guignol, 
who thought nothing of gouging 
opponents’ cyes and who later 
became the World Me EweENs 
Champion. 


Such was . thelr idol, 
darling — Mike McTigue, 
champion’ who had never 
knécked down; who - had never 
been counted out, , 


A few weeks. etrlier, on his 
arrival in Ireland from wg 
States, where he had emigrat 
in 1013, the boxér hnd: made a 
biun but brief speech which 
enchanted every Telshinen 
breathing, «

mo an Irish- American—I am an 
Irishman,” he na ” “wit 
presented by a young. lady with.

MORE OF AN ANIMAL 


And Siki, tie opponent whom 
McTI dismilesed 50 con- 
temptuously? What sort of a 
man was thia Senegalese Negro, 
born Louls Phal, with his shining 
black body and hidccusly ugly 
face—the boxer who had been 
described by one eminent critic 
os “more of on animal than a 
human?” 

He was {nertdible ke some 
thing out a lurid “melodrama, 
An primitive as _o ¢nveman, he 
had stunned all France when six 
months enrller he pulped Car- 
pentier to 2 jelly, transforming 
him frém a hahdsome  athicte 
Into.a ghastly . physical wreck 
unoble to stand, his nose broken, 
his classle features mashed. 


Siki’s victory hdd betn all the 
more astonishing In that he was 
80 obviously frightened of Car- 
pentler in the ore. rounds. 
Indeed, Carpentier cd with, 
him and after Sik! had gone’ 
down from one punch with the 
obvious Intention of staying on 
the canvas, the referee had to 
tell him to get up. 


Corpentier, however, treated 
the Negro too contemptuousiy 
on that tragic Suinday afternoon 
in Paris when ho lost his world 
title. For suddenly the Sencgal- 
ese caught the white man with 
a lucky swing, blood gushed 
from Carpentier’n Ups and Sik!, 
in a second, became on crazy, 
capering maniac, The rest Is 


{| too horrible to deseribe. 


There war no holding the 
illiterate Sikt after his slaughter 
of Franee’s Orchid Man. From 
an obscure dishwasher in a 
Marscilles restaurant he became 
almost overnight the feted ond 
fawned-on boulevardler. 


Fycrywhere he went he took 
a pet leopard on a silver chain, 
and soon his grotesque, black 
pumpkin of a ftnce was a 
famfllar sight along the Champs 
Elysees and in Montparnasse. 
But hls popularity soon waned. 

Not only was he drunken ond 
diserderly, but whenever he 
entered a restaurant his snimay 
Jeopard scared the customers 
almost out of their wits, and 
when at last he was persuaded 
to go to Ireland and defend his 
title ou Paris heaved a algh of 
relief. 


BIZARRE TOUCHES 


Even then Siki refused to 
fight McTigue unless his three 
monagers, with their wives, 
were allowed to accompany hint. 
The Negro made one other 
stipulation. In addition to hig 
leopard, he had another pét—a 
donkey. This must come along 
with him, too. 


To add the final bizarre touch, 
when at last Siki and his extra~ 
ordinary entourage set out for 
Dublin, they went by cattle 
boat so that Siki. would rot be 
parted from his donkey. at 
the chic French wives thought 
of this arrangement I cannot 
Imagine.. 


And the fight {tself? MeTigue, 
grim, but Mt, stepped into the 
ring clad in a sober, . grey 
dressing gown. He wag follow- 
ed by Siki, attired in a, goudy 
robé of red and pu 12, an 
expansive smile ¢ Ihg his 
thick lips. .He° sat frepning 
himself in his corner, 
the clang of the bell aot front 
his chair. :

Instead, Siki's eyes blinked as 
on educated and exceedingly 
straight left hand tapped him 
on the nose. This was followed 
by another left, and then ariother 
untll, os round succeeded round. 
Ski's concelte@ grin was wiped 
away and his fentures became 
contorted with fury.

Then he threw short, wild jabs 
at the clusive Irishman with the 
dancing fect, stamping his own 
left foot Uke an enraged bull as 
he did so. Most of these 
punches sped harmlessly past 
wily McTigue’s head; or If they 
did land they di@ little damage 
os the Irishman, with his 
\pecullar, aldeways stance, kept 
jhis jaw tucked@ well into his 
shoulder. 


Suddenly a flame of 
™ent Hecked through the crowd. 
Thetr own Mike McTigue, giving 
away a stone and several years, 
was nailing the crude Stki on 
the nose almost evety time the 
Negro rushed hit, He was 
making him look Iike a novice. 
He was. winning 4 world title, 
but why, oh why, didn’t he put 
across his famous right-hand 
smash? 


BROKE HIS THUMB 


The fatis wére baying for thd 
knockout... But Sikt was im- 
mensely strong. Moreover, un- 
known to the crowd, McTigue 
in the fourth round had broken 
his thumb against Siki's skull. 
Doohutely silent” ght © simpy 
absolu eilent simply 
clenched his i and mma 
nothing but he was in agony and 
several times nearly “groaned 
with pain” as he admitted Inter, 


On tt went—hide and seek, 
eat and mouse, with Siki grow- 
ing more ahd more bewildered 
and angry, and McTigue the 
personification of coolness, But 
Sikt was not finished. In the 
eleventh round, after a — hectic 
burst of rough stuff tnsid¢, one 
of Siki's swings split McTigue’s 
eye 


Ted Broadribb, who was look- 
Ing after McTigue and was in 
his corner described the incident 
later. Jack Smith, the referee, 
went dver to the corner to have 
i look at if 

“T haven't the slightest doubt,” 
Brondribb sald, “If he could 
renily have seen it, he wotld’ 
have stopped the fight Instantly. 
When I saw him coming, how: 
ever, I hastily covered the eye 
with a towel and said, “All 
right, Jack; there's nothing to 
worry about, I'l be responsible 
for his cye.” 


The referee took Broadribb's 
word and allowed the fight, to 
goon. McTigue's superior ring 
craft, and cleaner. hitting 
brought him. the verdict over 20 
rounds.
